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President's Report 


To the President of the City Council: 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library herewith sub- 
mit their thirteenth report showing the work of the Library 
for the years 1917 and 1918. No report was rendered dur- 
ing the year 1917 on account of the extra labor imposed 
upon the librarian by the war which seemed to leave no 
time for such work. 

We look back upon the work performed by our library, 
especially in helping the soldiers to acquire efficiency in the 
duties which they were expected to perform and the results 
fully justified the Trustees in the arrangements they had 
made to meet the emergency of quickly preparing the sol- 
diers for their responsibilities in the war. The report of 
the librarian will show in detail the plan laid out and the 
results accomplished to help ‘‘win the war.’’ 

While giving a large support to the Government in 
educating the soldiers, we have not neglected the interests 
of our own people. Notwithstanding the great demands 
for army work the circulation in 1917 was 175,497 volumes 
and in 1918 the circulation was 159,520 volumes. 

Particular attention has been given to school work and 
to the children’s department. Since the opening of the 
library there have been 45,816 registrations and of this 
number 11,388, are active users of the lhbrary. <A care- 
ful examination into the details of the management of the 
library will satisfy any person that the library is grow- 
ing in usefulness to the community, and that its efforts 
to furnish educational facilities and lterary entertainment 
for its patrons are very fully appreciated by the public.

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Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees: 
GENTLEMEN : 


I have the honor to submit the report of the Public 
Library for the years 1917 and 1918. Never before have 
I felt such keen satisfaction in the work the Publie Library 
has done as that of the past two years. 

Soon after the United States declared war upon Ger- 
many the Public Library was put upon a war basis. War 
work was performed by your librarian and by every mem- 
ber of the staff. The hbrary gave valuable aid in the educa- 
tional work for the Food and Fuel Administrations, in the 
sale of Liberty Bonds and War Savings Stamps, and in 
the building up and administration of the Camp Johnston 
library. Your librarian with the help of the entire staff 
has been State Director for Florida in the Book Campaign, 
and in the First and Second Finance Campaigns of the 
American Library Association. He has been Camp Libra- 
rian of the Camp Johnston lbrary; supervisor of library 
work in all military and naval camps of Florida; and field 
investigator in preliminary work at Camps Hancock, Wads- 
worth and Jackson. At the same time he has endeavored to 
continue the civic and ordinary work of the lbrary to its 
fullest measure. While the circulation, cataloging and 
acquisition of new books have shghtly decreased, the 
effectiveness of the public library work has suffered very 
little. 


Under the different heads I have given a detailed re- 
port of the work of the library for the past two years, no 
attempt having been made to entirely separate the work 
of one year from the other. 
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AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The American Library Association of which all the 
library staff are members, at the June conference in 1917 
commenced its active war work. Through a Library War 
Service Committee of seven, of which your former 
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librarian, George B. Utley has been the Executive Secre- 
tary, Dr. Herbert Putnam, the librarian of Congress was 
made General Director with headquarters in the Library 
of Congress. <A staff of assistants from the hbrary field at 
large has assisted the General Director in the building and 
operation of great libraries in fifty military and naval 
camps in this country; in the establishing of smaller hbra- 
ries in over 350 military posts; in 127 naval stations; im 
39 marine units and in nearly 200 hospitals and Red Cross 
houses. Over one and one-half million of books have been 
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sent to the boys overseas through five Despatch Offices 
established at the ports of embarkation. Altogether mil- 
lions of books and numberless millions of magazines have 
been put at the service of the American fighter at home and 
abroad. This work has been made possible through the 
American Library Association by gifts of books and money 
of the American people. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL’ UNITS OF FLORIDA 


As supervisor of library work in the smaller camps of 
the State, your hbrarian has shipped thousands of volumes 
to the Y. M. C. A., the K. of C., the War Camp Com- 
munity Service and the Y. W. C. A. organizations operat- 
ing in the naval and military units at Key West; in the 
naval and marine stations at Miami; at Carlstrom and 
Dorr Fields in Arcadia; at Fort Dade in Tampa Bay; and 
at the naval station and Forts Barraneas, McRae and Pick- 
ens at Pensacola. In visiting these points and in the 
supervision of the library service, stress was placed upon 
the educational work to be accomplished by the technical 
book but the importance of giving the soldier and sailor 
recreational reading was not forgotten. It is the hope of 
your librarian that many of the books in these camps will 
ultimately remain in the cities where the camps are located 
either building up the small library already there or to be 
the beginning of a public library where there is none at 
present. I feel certain that public interest in the library 
movement has already been increased in many points 
within the State on account of these small camp libraries. 


CAMP JOHNSTON LIBRARY 


At the November meeting of the Board of Trustees the 
following resolution was passed relative to library service 
at Camp Johnston: ‘‘Resolved that the Librarian and 
Chairman of the Book Committee be authorized to insti- 
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tute and carry on the work, employing the working force, 
books, periodicals and resources of the library as may be 
necessary. On December 24th the librarian received 
authorization from the American Library Association to 
let the contract for the erection of a Camp Library Build- 
ing at Camp Johnston, and the same was let on the 26th. 
The building was completed on the 28th of January. 

Dedication exercises were held on the day of opening, 
January 29th with J. W. Archibald, president of the 
Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Public Library pre- 
siding. Following a prayer by the Rev. J. G. Venable, 
Nixon Waterman of Orange Park read an original poem. 
On behalf of the American Library Association your 
librarian presented the library to the United States Gov- 
ernment, and it was accepted by Colonel Fred L. Munson, 
commanding officer of Camp Joseph E. Johnston. Captain 
John Dunean, Educational Director, spoke of the import- 
ance of library service in the educational work of the 
camp. Private Paul North Rice, now Lieutenant Rice, 
closed with an appreciation of the library on behalf of the 
enlisted men. 

Camp Johnston, being a Quartermaster’s Camp, can 
well be compared to a great university. Men were brought 
into camp, not primarily to give them a military training, 
but to teach them how to perform the business and indus- 
trial work of a great army under military regulations. A 
normal course of ten weeks in both the practical and 
theoretical phases of this work made the civilian into a 
soldier ready for work in France. Courses were given 
both for the officer and the enlisted man in such subjects 
as accountancy, bookkeeping, butchery, stenography, 
motor, rail, water, and pack transportation, finance, re- 
frigeration, cooking, baking, warehousing, painting, sad- 
dlery, blacksmithing, wagonmaking, veterinary science, 
electrical, mechanical and steam engineering, masonry, 
plumbing and tinsmithing. 
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This was the library problem: To give such educational 
service as the instructors and students needed in all of 
these courses, and to give library service to the entire camp 
through the Y. M. C. A. huts, the K. of C. buildings, the 
Jewish Welfare Organization, the Base Hospital, the Deten- 
tion Camps, and the Remount Depot. It meant the build- 
ing up of a great collection of technical books, military 
manuals, and industrial indexes, besides the bringing to- 
gether of a well rounded general brary of history, litera- 
ture, sociology, philosophy and fiction. 


The librarian feels proud to say that he beleves we 
have operated one of the best libraries of the fifty main- 
tained by the American Library Association in the mili- 
tary and naval camps of the country. There has been the 
closest cooperation with the military authorities and with 
all of the Camp Welfare organizations. 


At the peak of our work we had 17,000 volumes in the 
camp, all well catalogued and classified; hundreds of 
magazines and pamphlets, thoroughly indexed for mili- 
tary subjects; a daily circulation of 250 volumes from the 
main library with as many more from the branches; and 
a use of the main library for study that often taxed our 
seating capacity of 150 men. 

Your librarian has been ably assisted by the Rev. Walter 
C. Pierce, who gave his services for six months of the past 
year, by L. C. High, who came here as Reference Librarian 
last October, and by C. R. Green, librarian of Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, acting librarian for six 
weeks last summer. Four soldiers were detailed by 
the commanding officer, and it has been to these men 
that the success of the library was largely due. These men 
were Lieutenant W. S. Orkin and Privates Dugan, 
Blossom and Krampkouski, and later Lieutenant John L. 
Feek and Privates A. K. Nacke, Albert Archibald, James 
Mitchell and James O’Connor. To this list of names 
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should be added those of Lieutenants Roger Millen and 
Paul North Rice, who gave much of their spare time when 
off duty. 

As an acknowledgment of this library service, the mili- 
tary authorities ordered the library to remain open during 
the influenza epidemic, when every other welfare building 
in the camp was closed. As acknowledgment of your 
librarian’s services he was offered a commission by the mili- 
tary authorities at Camp Johnston. 

Appendix F gives a report of the book content, by 
classes, the circulation, number of branches in camp, 
cataloging accomplished and periodicals received. A glance 
at this appendix will show the completeness of the hbrary, 
the use made of it by the men in camp and the large amount 
of work done by the American Library Association and the 
Jacksonville Public Library. 
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AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION CAMPAIGNS 


Your lbrarian acting as State Director put over the 
first A. L. A. Finance Campaign for one million dollars. 
by a 70 per cent oversubsecription of Florida’s quota. The 
staff of the Puble Library acting as the City Committee 
in this campaign, collected over $1,000 of the $1,200 raised 
in Jacksonville. Colonel Walter P. Corbett served as. 
chairman of the State Board and materially helped to. 
make the campaign a success throughout the State Again 
acting as State Director in the Book Campaign, your 
hbrarian collected over 10,000 volumes which were dis- 
tributed to all the units in the State, to submarine chasers. 
patroling the Florida coast and to Camps Jackson and 
Hancock in South Carolina and Georgia. In the United 
War Drive of last November, your librarian acted as 
Library State Director for the American Library Associa- 
tion in their second finance campaign. The Hon. Perry 
Wall, of Tampa, served as State Director and Mr. George 
C. Bedell, a member of our Board of Trustees, served as. 
one of the State Board members. 

The success of this campaign was remarkable, oversub- 
seriptions being made in nearly every community in the 
State.

The hbrary circulated 175,497 volumes in 1917 and 
159,520 volumes in 1918.

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REGISTRATION AND CATALOGING 


Registration for the year 1917 was 3,798, and for 1918, 
3,710, making a total registration since the opening of the 
library of 45,816. Of this number 11,388 are active users 
of the library. 

Normal work was performed in 1917 in the catalog 
department with 15,641 cards made for 3,513 new books 
and 1,323 serials and dupheates. This was radically cut 
during 1918 on account of the catalog work for Camp 
Johnston. About 5,300 cards were made for 1,464 new 
books and 1,275 serials and duplicates. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Early in 1917 a part of the modern and sanitary 
plumbing changes in the basement were completed. A flag 
pole was erected from the front peak of the library, this 
being a gift of A. D. Stevens, a member of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The annual report for 1917 was not printed on account 
of the war work of the entire staff and the lack of funds. 
For the same reason your librarian deemed it unadvisable 
to print the usual number of reading lists. However, a 
Story Hour Bulletin was published for the year 1917-18 
and several lists were multigraphed. 

Every member of the staff has worked most effectively. 
With the additional war work and the great amount of 
sickness due to the influenza, all of the members have been 
called on to give additional time, and to turn out an in- 
creased amount of work. 

A number of changes have been made in the staff. Miss 
Eastmore resigned the latter part of 1917 to enter the Ord- 
nance Department at Washington and was succeeded by 
Miss Mayme Matthews, who followed Miss Eastmore’s 
example in May of the past year. In March, 1918, Miss 
Mabel Jones also resigned to enter the government service. 
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These positions were temporarily filled by Mrs. H. M. 
King, Miss Ann Stockton, Miss Sarah Muriel, Miss Ruth 
Brothers and Miss Elizabeth Wallace. Miss Margaret 
Dunean, librarian of the Clearwater Public Library comes 
the first of the year to be Children’s Librarian. Miss 
Dunean will devote one-third of her time to work with the 
schools, having charge of the school libraries and the 
other school work. 

_ The librarian and the assistant librarian attended the 
1917 annual conference of the American Library Associa- 
tion at Louisville, and the librarian attended the 1918 
annual conference at Saratoga Springs where he read a 
paper on ‘‘The Work of the Camp Library.’’ 

The statistical report is given in a general summary, 
Appendix A; circulation by departments, Appendices B 
and C; complete statistics, Appendices D and E; and Camp 
Johnston Library, Appendix F. 

In closing, I wish to express to you my appreciation of 
the patience and sincere cooperation of all the Head- 
quarters Staff of the Library War Service in Washington, 
and in particular of Dr. Herbert Putnam, the General 
Director, and his two assistants Carl H. Milam and Joseph 
L. Wheeler. I also wish to thank every member of the 
Board for the faith and support given me in the War 
Work of the Puble Library during the past eighteen 
months. It: has made my position as hbrarian much more 
satisfying during these stirring times when every red- 
blooded man wished to be on the other side with General 
Pershing. And it has increased my belief a hundred-fold 
in the importance of the Public Library to the community, 
the state and the nation in times of peace and in time of 


war.

Report of the Trustees 


To the President of the City Council: 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library herewith 
submit their fifteenth annual report showing the work 
of the Library for the year 1919. We feel that the 
work of the Library for the past year will be as sat- 
isfying to the Council as it is gratifying to the Trus- 
tees. The circulation increased to 245,981, which is 
54% over the preceding year. Hight thousand books 
were added to the Library making a total of fifty-two 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-six volumes now on 
the shelves. The registration of five thousand six hun- 
dred and twenty-six new borrowers brings to total 
active users of the Library up to thirteen thousand 
one hundred and thirty-four. 

The Trustees are especially proud of the work done 
for the benefit of the school children for it opens up a 
new field for them and brings right to their especial 
attention the best literature published and the response 
made by the children to the efforts of the Trustees is 
very gratifying. 

During the past year three thousand new books 
have been added to this department. The children’s 
room has been equipped with new furniture and the 
department is now fully organized. The circulation 
from the desk in the children’s room increased from 
thirty-three thousand three hundred and thirty-six 
to fifty-nine thousand and fifty-three and the registra- 
tion of boys and girls from seven hundred and forty- 
four to seventeen hundred and three. Aside from the 
children’s department proper we do special school 
work. We have now forty-five hundred books in one 
hundred and twenty-seven class room libraries in fif- 
teen schools. The Trustees cannot speak too highly of 
the work done for the benefit of our school children 
and we ask the members of the Council to take the 
trouble to read the report of the Children’s Librarian. 

The Trustees want you to feel the importance of this 
particular part of the Library work and ask for your 
encouragement and would especially request that you 
visit the Library and talk with the Librarian, espe- 
cially the Children’s Librarian. We are sure it will 
surprise and interest you. 
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We feel that the efforts of the Trustees to serve 
the public to the best advantage of the citizens of the 
City will be appreciated by the Council. 

After more than seven years service with us Mr. 
Lloyd W. Josselyn has resigned as librarian, to accept 
the position of librarian in the city of Birmingham, 
Alabama. 

Mr. Josselyn’s connection with the library ceased 
on the 31st of December, 1919, and it is with mingled 
feelings of pleasure and regret that we make this 
announcement. : 

During the seven years of Mr. Josselyn’s service he 
was zealous and capable, and worked with the Board 
in perfect accord and harmony at all times, and we are 
pleased to know that his new position is a real promo- 
tion in the library field, and he will carry with him 
the most sincere wishes of the Board for success in 
his new field. 

We are pleased to say that in the selection of Mr. J. 
F. Marron, to succeed Mr. Josselyn, we feel that we 
have been very fortunate, and the prospects for vigor- 
ous prosecution of the activities of the library are 
excellent.

To the Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Publie 
Inbrary: 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit the 15th annual report 
of the Public Library for the year 1919. As this is 
my last report it is with keen satisfaction that I bring 
before you these evidences of increased library activ- 
ities. With the release from war library work we have 
been able to exert our entire efforts to the development 
of this library. 


The circulation has increased to 245,981 which is 
86,461 or 54% over the preceding year. Hight thous- 
and books were added to the library making a total of 
52,866 volumes on the shelves; the registration of 5,- 
626 new borrowers brings the total active users of 
the library up to 13,134. The library’s 52,866 volumes 
are classified as follows:

Children’s Department and Department ot 
School Libraries 


The statistics showing the use of this department 
of the library are indicative of a splendid development 
of the work being done by the Public Library among 
the boys and girls of Jacksonville. I give this report 
of the Children’s Librarian: 


“During the past year an assistant on full time has

been assigned the department; three thousand books 
have been added; the Children’s Room has been 
equipped completely with new furniture; and for the 
first time in the history of the library the children’s 
work is well organized and is getting most worth 
while results. 

The circulation from the desk in the Children’s 
Room has increased from 35,366 to 59,053, and the 
registration of boys and girls from 744 to 1703. 

The school department has now 4500 books in 127 
class-room libraries of 15 schools. These class-room 
libraries are made up of both supplementary readers 
and individual titles. The supplementary readers are 
conveniently listed in the bulletin “School Libraries.” 
The circulation of books from these school deposits is 
some of the most valuable work of the department and 
has increased in the past year from eight to thirty-six 
thousand. These 4500 books do not nearly meet the 
demand that comes from the teachers and I strongly 
recommend that the stock be increased as rapidly as 
possible. 

In order to give an idea of the vital gains and the 
real amount of good done, we must turn to something 
other than statistics—to the social side of library work 
with children, wherein lies the opportunity for work- 
ing real miracles, and the amount of good done in this 
way can never be recorded in figures. Records of the 
influence exerted upon eager boys and girls thru help- 
ing them to choose good reading, thru story telling, 
thru reading aloud, and thru little personal and inti- 
mate talks can never be kept by statistical figures. 

An effort is made to make the reading of each child 
an individual case, to so advise and guide the child 
that he may be taught to instinctively choose for him- 
self the better reading, and form a taste, not alone for 
fine books, but for the better pictures and even for 
more attractive and wholesome surroundings. 

These things are being accomplished thru “book 
talks” and story telling in the schools, to Camp Fire 
Girls, to Girl Reserves, and to Boy Scout groups, and 
to boys’ clubs; thru the active interest taken in the 
school life of the fifteen thousand school children of 
our city and the teachers of these children; thru mak- 
ing the Children’s Room so attractive with its simple 
and child-appealing decorations and with its arrange- 
ment of books that it sheds a gracious influence upon 
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its eager boy and girl visitors, differing widely from 
the necessarily rigid and law and order of the school 
room; and above all thru the sympathy and genuine 
interest of the children’s librarians in the personalities 
and preferences of the boys and girls. 

During the past year special efforts have been made 
to show some absolute results of this department to 
the parents, to the teachers and to the welfare workers 
of the city. This has been done mainly thru a recep- 
tion for teachers in the Children’s Library, and by 
the celebration of Children’s Book Week, the national 
campaign for more books in the home, which was 
observed in November. Plans suggested by and suit- 
able for Jacksonville’s needs along this line, were 
developed and executed with excellent results. During 
this book week hundreds of parents responded to an 
invitation to visit the children’s library, to discuss 
the reading of their children and to get lists of the 
best books for boys and girls to own—and incidentally 
to be introduced to the extensive work of the library. 

The success and permanent good of all the work of 
the Children’s Department depends upon two things— 
the excellent quality and extent of the book collection, 
and the personality, training and experience of work- 
ers of this division of the library.

Resignation 


It is with a deep feeling of regret that I make this, 
my eighth report, the last report to your Board. On 
November 15th after careful consideration I accepted 
the position of Director of the Birmingham Public 
Library system of Birmingham, Alabama. During the 
seven years of my administration here the annual cir- 
culation has increased from 115,000 to 246,000; the 
book contents of the library have more than doubled, 
and the general use and effective work of all of the 
library’s departments has greatly increased. The gen- 
eral catalog now contains 114,878 cards showing an 
increase of over 200%. Special effort has been made 
to make the resources of the library available to its 
fullest extent by the use of large numbers of analytical 
cards for each separate volume. 
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The people thruout the city, more than ever before 
realize and appreciate the educational, the recreative 
and the social work of this library and I believe they 
are ready to support you in whatever appropriation 
you ask for future development. The library is well 
known, not only by the people of Jacksonville, but by 
many people thruout the State and the United States. 
It ranks today among the very best of its size in the 
country. 

I want to take this opportunity of thanking every 
member of the Board for the sympathetic and valued 
assistance given me, and to express again my regret 
in leaving, not only this library, but Jacksonville and 
Florida. I also want to thank all of those citizens who 
thru an interest in the library and in me have done 
so much to make my life here seem worth while. If 
my work of seven years has made any real impress 
upon the city I can leave it feeling that I have served 
your city well. I have a great love for this library and 
the people of Jacksonville.

Report of the Trustees 


To the President and Members of the City Council: 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library herewith submit their sixteenth 
annual report showing the work of the Library for the year 1920. We feel that 
the results of the year’s work will prove satisfactory to your Honorable body 
as it is to the Library Trustees. 


The general circulation for the year was 249,675 and the reading members 
holding cards now number 17,600, which demonstrates the popularity and use- 
fulness of the Library to our citizens showing that about 34% of our white pop- 
ulation take advantage of the library facilities. 


We desire to call your particular attention to the report on the Children’s 
Department. The total circulation of books from the Children’s Department 
was 57,069, the non fiction volumes being 29,719, being 2,321 more than the fic- 
tion loaned. This shows the care that the Librarians take to “steer” the child- 
ren to the reading of the right kind of books; perhaps 75% of these books were 
read by the children on the recommendation of the Librarians, which shows the 
interest they take in directing the children to the right kind of reading. 


Then the Story Hour for children is a most important field in directing the 
minds of the children along proper channels of reading. To show the interest 
aroused in the minds of the children and the interest they take in the matter, 
the attendance was 3,266 and the assistance given the mothers who attended 
these meetings must be most beneficial and helpful to them. 


The School Libraries have 3,648 volumes placed in twenty schools and have 
had a circulation of 35,010, so you can see for yourselves the good work the 
Library is doing where it is of the utmost importance to our children who are 
to follow us in the affairs of our city after we are gone. 


While it is a great responsibility cast upon the Trustees, we feel that our 
efforts to advance the literary interests of our people and children have been 
very successful and trust that the Council will appreciate the efforts we have 
made to do our duty to the city and the citizens of Jacksonville.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library, 
GENTLEMEN : 


I have the honor to submit herewith the 16th annual report of the Public 
Library for the year 1920 and my first report as your librarian. . 

For the public library there have been difficult conditions during the year 
which have made problems for every line of business activity. While commodity 
prices have changed to a downward course in many lines the costs for library 
operation have tended to increase due largely to increased prices during the 
year for books, periodicals, binding and library supplies necessary for main- 
tenance. On account of the fact that books have been much more expensive 
and the book fund remained the same as previously the number of volumes 
purchased was necessarily less, the number bought during the year being 3,297 
books as against 6,550 in 1919. Just at the end of the year increased prices 
were announced on magazines, Library of Congress Cards, and bookbinding at 
the time when many other commodities have been reduced. These conditions 
will probably continue through a large part of the year 1921 and will seem out 
of proportion to other business conditions but the library must meet them as 
best it can and with limited funds, it can only be done by reducing the number 
of books bought and holding unserviceable books back from the bindery which 
is detrimental to the service which the citizens should have. 

On the other hand the conditions of re-adjustment brought back to the city 
many who were temporarily absent and the use of the library was greatly in- 
creased. 


Contents of the Library 


_ The library now contains 57,074 volumes. There were added during the 
year 4,882 volumes of which 3,297 were purchased, 893 were gifts, 256 were 
from the United States Government, 259 were transferred from the rent collec- 
tion and 177 were added by bound magazines. During the year 674 volumes 
were withdrawn for various reasons which makes the net additions number 
4,208 volumes.

The heaviest additions during the year aside from fiction and juvenile books 
have been general literature, reference, useful arts, sociology, history and 
travel, 


Registration 


The registration of borrowers during the year can best be shown by the 


following table:

These figures show that more than 19% of the total population and 33.7% of the 
white population are actual card holders, and the fact that many persons in 
each home borrow books on the card issued to another member of the family 
extends the use of the library to more than a majority of our citizens. 


In addition there are several thousand persons during the year who use 
the resources of the library and for which service no record can be made. 
Patrons who have information supplied in the building, periodical visitors to 
reading rooms and those who telephone or write for information form a large 
number of our unrecorded: users. 


Circulation 


The number of books loaned during the year was 249,675 of which 212,046 
were loaned from the library building, an average of 684 books per day. This 
is an increase of 7,428 volumes over the total number loaned in 1919 and an 
increase in the number loaned from the building of 7,087 with a daily increase 
of 18 volumes. The school libraries showed a circulation increase of 1,618 with 
a total of 35,010 volumes. Other stations had a circulation of 2,619 volumes. 
In the rent collection there was an increase in the number loaned. The total 
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during the year was 9,318 and an increase of 187. This may be accounted for 
by the fact that the excessive cost of fiction as compared with former years 
made the use off this collection more desirable than the usual purchase of books 
of passing value. The percentage of non-fiction borrowed in 1920 was 30.1% 
which was an increase from 28.9% in 1919. The greatest circulation in any 
month was in March with a total of 20,428, and smallest was in September 
with a total of 15,496. The greatest circulation in one day was on December 
28th with a total of 1,155 and the smallest was on September 5th when 218 
books were loaned. 


Catalog Department 


The work of the Catalog Department shows that 14,936 cards were added 
to the main catalog, and 4,689 were added to the shelf list, making a total entry 
of 19,625 cards added to the catalog files. The general catalog now contains 
129,814 cards. Special effort has been continued to make the resources of the 
library available to its fullest extent by the use of large numbers of analytical 
cards for each separate volume. The total number of books cataloged was 4,689 
valumes including Government documents; besides 1,254 Government documents 
and 263 pamphlets not accessioned. These books include 2,642 new volumes and 
2,047 duplicate copies and replacements. 


In the early spring this department gave a series of short talks, in coop- 
eration with the reference department, to the Senior class of Duval High School, 
in which it demonstrated the use of the card catalog. With a set of questions 
for each pupil, it personally directed them in the practical use of the catalog 
with its various cards. This department anticipates making this work perma- 
nent by co-operating with the High School teachers and giving a series of short 
talks to the Senior class, to aid the students im their supplementary reading and 
familiarize them with the catalog. In this way it is hoped that the library 
may get in touch with promising students who may eventually qualify for 
library service. 


Children’s Department and School Libraries 


In this department the year was a very successful one in spite of circum- 
stances which entered into its administration. In September of this year Miss 
Margaret Duncan resigned to accept another library position and the work was 
carried on with success temporarily by Miss Josselyn, who later became its 
head. The total circulation of books from the children’s room was 57,069. The 
non-fiction loaned numbered 29,719 volumes or 2,321 more than fiction loaned. 
It is not an exaggeration to say that in the circulation of 75% of all these books 
the librarians have helped the children in making their choice. This feature of 
the work is one that has been emphasized during the past two years. By taking 
a genuine interest in the child and learning his likes and dislikes through 
friendly conversations, he may be more easily guided in the selection of those 
books which will appeal most to him. 
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A weekly story hour was held regularly during the whole school year and 
the total attendance was 3,266. 


The School Libraries have 3,645 volumes which have been placed in twenty 
schools and have had a total circulation of 35,010 an increase of 1,618 over the 
previous year. Many requests have been made by teachers and could not be 
filled on account of the inadequate number of books to meet the demand. The 
children’s librarian recommends an increase in the book collection as soon as 
possible. 


“Children’s Book Week” was celebrated with great success in November 
and a special program was arranged for each day in the week in which some 
particular phase of children’s reading was stressed. During that week over one 
thonsand persons visited the children’s room and viewed the exhibit of books 
and were given lists and suggestions on children’s reading. Many parents from 
outlying country districts who were in attendance at the State Fair took advan- 
tage of this opportunity for helpful selection for their children. In addition to 
this an/ exhibit of children’s books was placed at the State Fair. 


Other activities include “Book talks” in the different schools of the city, 
visits of classes to the library for reference work and to be introduced to the 
children’s department, a collection of stories and books used by the Boy Scouts 
has been set aside and designated as the “‘Scout Corner.” 


Through the activities as reported by the department and those which are 
constantly being done without tabulation it is a privilege to state that it has 
done much to stimulate an interest in books among the children of Jacksonville. 


Reference Work 


Reference work is one of the features of the work of the library for which 
statistics cannot be given. It is done by many persons and includes work with 
women’s clubs, study groups, high school debates and supplementary readings 
and genealogical references. Answers to requests by telephone and by letter 
also form a large volume of such service. 


The work of this department is handicapped by lack of facilities for doing 
the work adequately. The resources of the entire library are often within its 
scope, but adequate work demands staff enough to give full attention to it. 
During the year there has been added 224 volumes of strictly reference material 
and the other additions to the library include data which is drawn upon fre- 
quently. Recommendations, which are being put into effect as rapidly as pos- 
sible, provide for building up the reference equipment parallelled by the growth 
of a personnel to give full attention to this work. 


Newpapers and Magazines 


The library has been receiving daily papers of a few large cities and has 
increased the number to include several more. A greater number of Florida 
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newspapers should be received and it is hoped that practically every Florida 
newspaper of consequence will be on our files during 1921. At the State’s “gate- 
way” we are often called upon for information concerning the entire state. 
During the year we received 198 periodicals by purchase of which 37 were 
duplicates or a net of 161 titles. Gift periodicals numbered 98 making a total 
of 296 periodicals received by the library. 


Building 


The most important improvement to the building was the installation of 
ventilation shafts through from the basement to the roof, by which much change 
of air is provided for the basement throughout. The most necessary changes to 
be made should include better display facilities for periodicals, to include filing 
of back copies, and thereby release stack space now being used, and to provide 
additional stacks to relieve the crowded condition of the present. With the pro- 
jection of branches into sections where they are now needed the present over- - 
crowded condition could be much relieved and the building could still serve 
well as a central agency for a few years. 


Publicity 


Through the courtesy of the Florida Times Union and the Florida Metrop- 
olis, for which grateful acknowledgment is made, the library has been able to 
present to the public weekly annotated lists of new additions to the library. In 
addition graded lists of juvenile books were printed for distribution to parents 
and schools, a special order of the ‘‘Book-Shelf for Boys and Girls” bearing the 
imprint of the library was given to parents during ‘Children’s Book Week” 
as a guide in book selection, and a “Book Week” bookmark was also distributed 
from the library and at the State Fair. An exhibit was also provided at the 
meeting of the Florida Library Association at Orlando. During the State Fair, 
the library, in co-operation with other civic activities, had a library exhibit on 
the grounds showing the varied means by which library service reaches readers. 


Meetings and Extra Activities 


In April the librarian attended the meeting of the Florida Library Associa- 
tion at Orlando, and was elected its president. Two other members of the Staff 
were also in attendance. He also attended the conference of Southeastern libra- 
rians at Chattanooga, Tenn., and read a paper, “Recruiting for Library Serv- 
ice.” The library was selected by the Library War Service as the distributing 
agency for 3,000 volumes which were returned to Florida from surplus camp 
library stock. These have since been placed in control of the Florida Library 
Association to be operated as traveling libraries until an official state agency 
is created to promote library activity. As far as limited time and means permit 
they have been put into traveling library service. The librarian was also des- 
ignated as the representative for the Merchant Marine service provided by the 
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American Library Association for this port, and from May until November 1st 
there were placed 31 “crew libraries,” containing approximately 2,500 books on 
ships to foreign ports out of Jacksonville. Since November 1st, when the work 
was relinquished by the A. L. A., the book collections are left with the librarian 
to secure local co-operation for getting them aboard merchant ships. The libra- 
rian also served as State Director for the “Books for Everybody” fund, of which 
the Secretary of the Board was State Treasurer, and he acted as the agent for 
the American Library Association in the sale of the library building at Camp 
Johnston. 


The library had a part in the early work of Community service in which 
the children’s librarian supervised the story hour schedules in the various 
communities of the city and obtained the story tellers, among whom were the 
librarian and staff members. A “Scout collection” was also specially arranged 
at the library to further the work of the Boy Scouts. In the absence of a State 
commission or other state agency many calls for aid in library problems are 
madd upon this library as the leading agency in Florida. 


Staff 


There was one resignation from the library staff during the year occasioned 
by the departure of Miss Margaret Duncan, the children’s librarian, who left 
on September ist to accept a more remunerative position with another library. 
During her connection with this library Miss Duncan advanced the children’s 
department in many ways and her leaving was a loss to the library. Miss Clara 
Josselyn, who was the asistant with Miss Duncan, acted for some time as head 
of the work and was later promoted to active direction of it. Her place was 
filled by the appointment of Miss Violet Ellis, who came to us with experience 
elsewhere. Mr. Carl Bohenberger was placed on full time as a reference assis- 
tant after several years’ service on part time. Toward the close of the year 
Mrs. Jessie A. Byrd was added to the adult circulation, staff to provide for car- 
ing for the growing use of the library. Other members of the staff carried on 
with their usual energy and activity. 


Recommendations 


1. In order to serve the city adequately branches should be established 
in the two main residence sections of the city and a separate branch provided at 
the center of population best reached by the colored citizens. By this means 
better service could be given and pressure on the present building could be 
relieved. 


2. There should be a book fund for the library amounting to at least 
$10,000 annually which would enable the library to build up an adequate collec- 
tion throughout and which would allow for a reference collection suitable for a 
city of the size and future promise of Jacksonville. 
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3. An immediate increase in the bindery fund is necessary to bring into 
active use many volumes and magazines which are now out of service. 


4. Special facilities should be provided for extending the library service 
so as to furnish the city officials with special information upon municipal activ- 
ities, and to provide up-to-date information to the business men of the city. 
Recreational collections at the hospitals might well be included. 


5. The staff of the library should be increased to make it possible to give 
greater service and to make available the resources of the library, which could 
be done through special lists and bulletins and other publicity methods. 


These recommendations will immediately suggest an increased expenditure 
which may make them seem impossible of accomplishment for many years but 
they are offered as a goal toward which we should strive and complete in a 
gradual but rapid order. During the year we spent less.than 27 cents per 
capita for the service rendered while the average for the cities whose libraries 
are worthy of emulation is 37 cents per capita. Pasadena California, with a 
population of half that of, Jacksonville, spent twice the sum we used. Tacoma, 
Washington, with but five thousand more had more than twice our funds, and 
Savannah, with a smaller population, had as much for library purposes. Our 
city is visited each year by many persons who are familiar with good library 
service and who will desire it as an attraction to permanent residence. It is 
the earnest hope that the Trustees will encourage the development recommended. 


The librarian expresses his appreciation of the cordial support given by the 
Trustees whose interest and encouragement have made the year’s work a pleas- 
ant service.

James TW. Archibald 


July 4, 1848—April 1, 1921 


James W. Archibald, late president of the Board of Trustees of the Jackson- 
ville Public Library, died at his residence in Jacksonville on the first day of April, 
1921, after a short illness. 


Mr. Archibald had been a member of the Trustees of the Jacksonville Public 
Library since the Library was created and the Board of Trustees organized, and 
President since 1911. For many years prior to the creation of the Jacksonville 
Public Library under the charter and ordinances of Jacksonville Mr. Archibald 
had been the president and a very active member of the directors of the old Jack- 
sonville Library Association. Under the intelligent and stimulating leadership 
of Mr. Archibald the Library Association for many years maintained, in spite of 
serious difficulties, an active library organization which formed the foundation 
upon which the present institution was founded. It was in large part due to Mr. 
Archibald’s foresight and efforts that the Carnegie Fund was secured for the City 
of Jacksonville and the necessary legislation enacted to bring this Library into 
existence. When the Library building was completed Mr. Archibald suggested 
raising a fund of $10,000.00 by local voluntary subscriptions to purchase the first 
books placed in the library. His very active efforts in this behalf resulted in his 
personally procuring subscriptions for the larger part of this amount. This fund 
procured the first books owned by the library. The interests of the Library were 
prominent in Mr. Archibald’s life, and he freely devoted his time and efforts to 
further the best interests of the institution. 


In other fields of public interest Mr. Archibald was prominent. As a City 
officer and a public-spirited citizen he stood high in this community. He was 
constantly thinking of plans for the public welfare, and he gave his time freely 
to further the interests of his fellow citizens and the entire community. Mr. 
Archibald was a good citizen, and his life record is one which has left an enduring 
mark of progressive and useful public service. 


The Trustees of the Jacksonville Public Library take this means of recording 
their sincere sorrow at the loss of their friend and associate, and the Secretary 
of this body is directed to inscribe this minute in the record of the meetings of 
the Trustees, and to send a copy to his widow, at the same time expressing to 
her the sincere sympathy of every member of this Board. 


President’s Report 


To the President and Members of the City Council, Jacksonville Florida. 


GENTLEMEN: 


The Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library hereby submit their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1921. 


_ We are pained to announce the death of Mr. J. W. Archibald, who was Presi- 
dent of the Board and a Trustee from the organization of the Board down to the 
time of his death. We call attention to the more extended notice of his death 
in another part of this report. 


We would call attention to numerous improvements and changes that have 
been made in the Library Building, more particularly with reference to the ar- 
rangement of fixtures and furniture, resulting in an increased capacity for use 
of reading rooms, and the display of periodicals kept on file for the reading public. 
The demand for these changes was imperative. With the additions now being 
made to the stack room the limit to the capacity of this building to shelve books 
will have been reached, and the Board has been mindful of the fact for some time 
that the demands of the reading public on the library have brought us face to 
face with the problems of the future, which will require largely increased facili- 
ties. The Board has had under consideration two methods of meeting this demand 
—one is for a large increase of the capacity of the Central Library, the other 
is the establishment of branches. Our judgment is that the latter plan is the 
one which has most advantages, and the Board has been considering the feasibility 
of establishing in the near future three branches, one for white patrons in Spring- 
field, one for white patrons in Riverside, and a colored branch to be located in 
some part of the City where the colored readers would be most benefitted. 


We submit that an investigation by your Honorable Body of our needs in 
this respect would be very greatly welcomed by us. 


For the details of the organization of the Board, and the operations of the 
Library for the year, you are referred to the very full and complete report of 
the Librarian, which is submitted herewith.

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Seventeenth Annual Report 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1921 


To the Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library. 
GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit herewith the 17th annual report of the Public 
Library for the year 1921, covering my second year of service as your Librarian. 


The first matter of important record for the year was the loss to the library, 
and to the community, of Mr. James W. Archibald, the President of the Board of 
Trustees, who died on April ist. He was a firm believer in the cause of library 
service and had served as a member of the library board since its creation by 
the council. 


The year has been a successful one from the standpoint of increased useful- 
ness because a much greater number of books were loaned for home reading, 
which is an evidence of a greater appreciation of the service which the public 
library performs for the community and a better understanding of its facilities 
for meeting a diversity of needs. From the administrative standpoint a rela- 
tively small growth in the resources of the library has been apparent because 
prices have remained at a high point, especially for books, binding, periodicals 
and ordinary supplies. Consequently, fewer books can be bought than in former 
years for the same money invested and on account of high costs for binding the 
number held out of service is greater. The growing necessity for a large list of 
current periodicals also calls for larger expenditures. This is a matter of real 
concern to the library and its patrons, many of whom are conscious of a larger 
annual expenditure for library purposes and who are likely to be unable to note 
a noticeable increase in the facilities for service. 


Contents of the Library 


The library now contains 58,982 volumes, which is a net increase of 1,931 
volumes. During the year 4,058 volumes were added of which 2,449 were pur- 
chased, 907 were gifts, 188 were from the United States Government, 110 were 
transferred from the pay duplicate collection, and 404 were added by bound mag- 
azines. 2,127 volumes were withdrawn for various reasons, which is a much 
larger number than for the previous year, owing to the fact that an inventory 
was taken in the children’s department for the first time in three years and re- 
sulted in 698 volumes of the total being lost or otherwise accounted for in the pe- 
riod of three years, and does not belong to the record for one year. The number 
added by purchase was 848 less than for 1920 although the actual book expendi- 
ture for the year was $500 more than for 1920. This figure is evidence of one of 
the difficulties which confronts library operation. 
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The resources of the library are shown by the number of volumes in the 
various classes as follows:

The heaviest additions during the year aside from fiction and juvenile books 
have been general literature, useful arts, sociology, history and reference. 


Registration 


The following table shows the registration of borrowers during the year:

Based on the 1920 census report the above record shows that 20 per cent of 
the total population are actual card holders at the main library and 35 per cent 
of the white population are registered borrowers. The fact that the library facil- 
ities are not easily accessible to a large part of the people of the city shows that 
a real interest is being taken in the service offered and that many must come 
long distances to take advantage of it. There were also a large number of un- 
recorded users of the library’s resources. Many busy men are frequent users 
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who seem to find difficulty in keeping a borrower’s card convenient for use, nu- 
merous requests for information are answered in the building, and there is also 
a vast amount of information supplied by telephone and by letter. 


Circulation 


The circulation record for the year was the greatest in the history of the 
library. <A total of 259,366 volumes were loaned for home use, of which 242,081 
were taken from the main library building, a daily average of 791 compared with 
684 for 1920. The total increase for the main library was 30,035 over 1920, the 
greatest circulation in any month was in April with a total of 21,270 and the 
smallest was in June with a total of 18,185. The largest daily circulation dates 
during the year were January 15th totaling 1,827; May 21st with 1,234; August 
6th with 1,208; and November 12th with 1,395. The percentage of adult fiction 
used from the main building was 78.5 per cent and of non-fiction was 21.5 per 
cent. The school libraries had a circulation of 13,066 based on records covering 
the period from January to June inclusive. The report for the children’s depart- 
ment will explain the difference in comparison with the previous report on this 
activity. The branch at the Seaboard shops shows a recorded circulation of 
3,162 books for a period from May to December and covering 85 actual days of 
opening for one afternoon each week. The records for the entire library activi- 
ties show a circulation of 2.83 books per capita for the total population and 4.96 
books per capita of the white population. 


Catalogue Department 


The work of the Catalogue Department shows that 9,400 cards were added 
to the main catalogue, and 4,035 were added to the shelf list (with 356 pamphlets 
and 47 books not accessioned totaling 4,438 shelf listed) making a total entry of 
18,8388 cards added to the catalogue files. The general catalogue now contains 
139,214 cards. The total number of books catalogued was 4,035 volumes including 
135 Government documents; besides 773 Government documents and 356 pamph- 
lets not accessioned. These books include 2,474 new volumes and 1,561 duplicate 
copies and replacements.

An additional 72-tray section was added during the year to the catalogue 
filing equipment to relieve the crowded condition of the trays and to provide for 
the natural growth of the catalogue files. By moving them to the new location 
in the corridor they are brought into greater accessibility to the library patrons 
and there has been a greater use made of this key to the resources of the library. 


Children’s Department and School Libraries 


The circulation of books from the children’s room was 61,519, an increase of 
4,428 over 1920 and the largest in the history of the library. The workers have 
continued to lay stress upon aiding the children in their choice of reading. It is 
not an unusual request to have a parent come in and say, “Harry wants you to 
select two books for him—he says you know what he likes.” Story hours have 
been held every Saturday afternoon during the school months and as many as 
can be accommodated are given stories from the best works of literature. The 
regular story telling was done by Miss Josselyn and feature stories were also 
given by friends of the library. Rev. Milton R. Worsham told the story “Last 
of the Mohicans,” at a period just preceding the appearance of the story at a local 
motion picture theatre, and Mrs. Fred Mullikin gave a feature story. Another 
entertainer for the children was Miss Bernice Marquis, of New York, sister of 
Don Marquis, author and literary critic. 


Children’s Book Week was observed with great success in November. As a 
special feature the library asked the art department of the public schools to co- 
operate with it in conducting a Book Poster contest. The seventh and eighth 
grade pupils throughout the city designed individual posters bringing out the 
pleasure and help which books give or the suggestion that more and better read- 
ing should be done. After completion the posters were displayed in the children’s 
room and the eight best ones chosen by judges. Many were clever and original, 
and a large number which did not merit a prize won favorable mention. Many 
of them were also displayed in down-town store windows. Carefully chosen books 
were given as prizes which were awarded to winners at the auditorium exercises 
of the schools represented. The contest aroused much interest and enthusiasm 
among the children and parents. It advertised the activities of the library, stim- 
ulated the children in their school work, and gave the prize winners an excellent 
nucleus for a home library. The Children’s Book Week headquarters later re- 
quested the best posters for use there and one was reproduced in the Publisher’s 
Weekly. The art instructor in the schools has alse been advised that a number of 
the posters were selected to be sent in a traveling exhibit through South America 
so that the aim of the Book Week “the emphasis on more and better reading” 
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is reaching far beyond its intended boundaries. An exhibit of books suitable for 
home purchase was also displayed and lists of books were provided to interested 
visitors. Through the courtesy of the Arcade Theater special attention was di- 
rected to the activities for Children’s Book Week by an advertising slide and 
circulars on its own program for the week. During the week fifteen hundred 
people visited the children’s room. 


The work with the schools has also been active and book talks were given 
in forty-eight classrooms in the grade schools and a talk on children’s literature 
was also given to a normal class in the Duval High School, and one on children’s 
reading to a local Mothers’ Club. The circulation of school libraries for the period 
from January through May was 18,066. This apparent decrease is due to a change 
in the method of recording the circulation and to fit the period of record to that 
cf the school year. Hereafter the report will cover the school year and will 
approximate the figures for previous years. The librarians in the children’s room 
feel that this service is most valuable and that a much larger use is made of 
them than can be recorded. 


In addition to the activities in our own community many requests for advice 
in the selection of children’s books come to us from small libraries and communi- 
ties in different parts of the state and through this service the library hopes to 
stimulate the greater use of good books and be the means of promoting library 
service in the state. 


Reference Work 


The activities of the reference department are numerous and varied and con- 
stitute the most valuable service rendered by a public library. The time spent in 
securing obscure data for one person often amounts to more than the issuing of 
a hundred or more volumes for home reading and the record for the service 
rendered does not work itself easily into a statistical report. A greater use of 
inter-library loans has been made than in former years and over 150 items have 
been borrowed from the Library of Congress and other distant libraries for the 
use of patrons. The facilities of the department have been strengthened by the 
addition of the bi-monthly issues of the Public Affairs Information Service, the 
Americana, year books and other similar compendiums of information. 


Newspapers and Magazines 


During the year the library received 17 newspapers from the principal large 

cities of the southeastern and northern sections and Florida. A request to the 
editors of the principal daily papers of Florida resulted in a generous response 
and provided the library with the morning papers from Miami, Orlando, Daytona, 
St. Petersburg, St. Augustine, and West Palm Beach. The publishers of our own 
city continued their courtesies to us. During the year we received 215 periodicals 
by purchase, of which 35 were duplicates or a net of 180 titles. Gift periodicals 
to the number of 82 were received, making the total number of 297 received 
during the year. 
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Building 

During the year the principal improvements to the building were the installa- 
tion of a periodical display case which makes more accessible the current periodi- 
cals received. By the use of it the titles are easily discernible and the back 
numbers of the principal magazines are on file for reference in the reading room. 
A newspaper case of neat design was also installed and more room was provided 
for readers. Additional open shelves were also added to the reading room and 
the removal of the public catalogue case gave space for book shelves in the lobby 
in which books on the high school reading lists wert shelved resulting in less 
public access to the main stacks and better service at the charging desk. The 
files of current magazines formerly kept in the main stacks were removed and 
the space released for book shelving. Additional shelving was also provided in 
the children’s room by the shifting. The radiators occupying much needed wail 
space were removed and replaced by low radiators under the windows. At the 
end of the year a plan for increasing the book stack facilities was approved and 
a contract for building two tiers of steel stack in the rear of the second floor 
lobby was authorized, which will aid in caring for our resources, but we are lit- 
erally working with our backs to the wall and must consider the expansion of 
facilities for both books and readers. 


Lackawanna Branch 

The principal extension of the library service during the year was carried 
out through a co-operative arrangement with the Seaboard Air Line Railway. 
This company has a collection of beoks operating as traveling libraries on its 
lines and a plan was agreed upon by which a collection was placed in service in 
Jacksonville. About 2,500 volumes owned by the railroad company were located 
at the shops in the west part of the city in a small building at the end of the 
Lackawanna car line. The use of books is extended to the residents of that sec- 
tion of the city as well as to the railroad employes, and the work of keeping them 
in proper arrangement and loaning them to patrons is done by a member of our 
\ibralteetie _The branch was established in May and is open one afternoon each 
week. Since the opening date it has been open for service 35 afternoons with an 
average daily circulation of 94 volumes and a total of 3,162 books were loaned. 
Of this number 1,186 were fiction, 1,396 were juvenile and 580 were adult non- 
fiction. The collection has a large proportion of technical books of interest to 
mechanics and shop workers. The small beginning at this branch has demon- 
strated the value of branch libraries as agencies for a wider use of books and 
library service to the community. 


Publicity 
The Florida Times-Union and the Florida Metropolis have courteously con- 
tinued, through their columns, to aid the library in presenting to the public the 
weekly annotated lists of new books. The Times-Union has also been generous 
in spreading the news of such progress as has been achieved by the library and 
has called attention editorially to its needs and the promotion of its activities by 
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citing examples of how libraries in other cities have been the recipients of gen- 
erous benefactions. We are glad to acknowledge such courtesy to the library. 
During Children’s Book Week book lists were again distributed as was noted in 
the report for the children’s work. The librarian also provided a short article 
giving data about the library for the weekly bulletin published by the Rotary 
Club. The librarian also spoke to the local chapter of engineers on the technical 
facilities of the library and interest was stimulated which promises to bring about 
much co-operation with the engineers of the city which will greatly strengthen 
our technical resources and result in better service to engineers and the public. 


Meetings and Extra Activities 


The librarian attended the meeting of the Florida Library Association, of 
which he was the president and was elected treasurer. It was held in April at 
Ocala. The meeting was largely given to plans for securing a library commission 
law for the state. A bill was introduced in the legislature and the librarian 
presented data to the committees in its behalf. It failed to pass but the vote for 
it was enough larger to indicate that it is growing in favor and like the good 
roads enactments which started with a struggle will become a reality through 
perseverance. The library was also represented by the librarian at the annual 
conference of the American Library Association held at Swampscott, Mass., in 
June. During the year the library was made the depository and exchange agency 
for the Florida Bar Association proceedings, and the distribution of books former- 
ly in service and owned by the Florida Library Association was made to several 
Florida libraries. 

Staff 


During the year there were three resignations for the staff. Miss Violet 
Ellis left the service on March ist to return home. Miss Winifred McEnernay 
was appointed to succeed her and served capably until October 1st. She came 
into the work on a temporary basis and would have been valuable as a permanent 
staff member, but our salaries are not sufficient to compete with those of business 
activity. She was succeeded in the library by Miss Lyda McDougald. The col- 
ored assistant, Arabella DeCoursey, left the service on account of ill health. 
Three members of the staff, Miss Long, Miss Frost, and Miss Josselyn, spent their 
summer vacation periods at personal expense in library schools to the advantage 
of the service of the library, and Miss Gray also took the opportunity to visit the 
large libraries of Washington while on vacation. Other members of the staff 
gave their loyal devotion to the service during the year. 


Recommendations 


In reviewing the recommendations made in the report for 1920 we are able 
to measure the progress of the library by calling attention to whatever recom- 
mendations have been transferred into activities and accomplishments. Taking 
them up in order: 

ce 
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1. Branch system. In 1920 the recommendation of two branches for white 
patrons and one for colored was suggested. Some measure of accomplishment 
has been effected through the demonstration of branch service at Lackawanna. 
But in the main the recommendation needs renewal. It is. further recommended 
that a definite branch library plan be adopted by the Board of Trustees and that 
a fund be created to secure sites and provide branch buildings. With a definite 
project outlined and made known to the community activity toward securing it 
would be stimulated and aided by the sections of the community which are in 
the pathways of additional service. 


2. Book Fund. In 1920 $10,000 annually was recommended. We have not 
yet secured this amount but we are glad to report that there was an increase 
for 1922 to $6,000 voted by the council. But the wear and tear on a book collec- 
tion, with an average book turnover of four times during the year and hundreds 
of times for a large part of it, is considerable and to merely maintain it at one 
point of size requires a large expenditure annually without taking into account 
the additions necessary to keep it alive and growing. 


3. Binding. This fund increases gradually while books which need rebinding 
constantly increase rapidly and leave us with much of our stock out of service 
although recorded as appearing available. 


4. Special Activities. The addition of the Public Affairs Information Service 
has been a step toward accomplishment but the facilities are not yet adequate. 
Some increased understanding of the service that a library can render to busi- 
ness men is noted and it needs to be constantly encouraged. No attempt at 
service to hospitals has been possible but no more valuable work could be per- 
formed by the library. 


5. Staff. In 1920 increase in the size of the staff was recommended and 
the growing use of the library makes this factor necessary to better service and 
it is being accomplished gradually. It is also necessary that the service per- 
formed by a competent personnel should be recognized at its true value and com- 
pensated for at rates which will enable the library to secure and hold capable per- 
sons and put them on an equal basis with libraries of similar size and importance. 


These recommendations do not call for an expenditure beyond what is de- 
termined as necessary for adequate library service. It is in line with the standard 
of library service approved by the American Library Association after a study 
made on the subject and which is set forth in a resolution adopted at a recent 
meeting as follows: “The American Library Association believes that $1.00 per 
capita of the population served is a reasonable minimum annual revenue for the 
library in a community desiring to maintain a good modern public library sys- 
tem with trained librarians. This sum should cover a main library with reading 
room facilities, branch libraries and reading rooms within easy access of all the 
people, a registration of card holders equal to at least 30 per cent of the popula- 
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tion, and a considerable collection of the more expensive books of reference, with 
a home use of about five volumes per capita per year.” Compared with this stand- 
ard we now have an income of about 30 cents per capita, one small main library 
with limited reading room facilities and a sub-branch, a registration of 20 per 
cent of the population, a fair working reference collection, and a per capita home 
use of less than three books per capita. The effectiveness of branch libraries as 
agencies of distribution can be shown by the comparison of circulation of the main 
library with the total circulation in the following table made from available re- 
ports of well established and representative libraries:

President’s Report 


To the President and Members of the City Council, Jacksonville, Florida. 


The Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library has the 
honor to submit herewith the Eighteenth Annual Report of the operations of 
the Public Library covering the year 1922. Accompanying this report is full 
detailed information of the operation of the Library which we trust will be care- 
fully considered by your honorable body without the necessity of our directing 
particular attention to the various tables showing in detail the extent of the 
library, both as to the volumes therein as well as the number of borrowers and 
the volumes circulated. A comparison made with other libraries in cities of simi- 
lar size is quite favorable to our city. These reports show that there is nearly 
twenty thousand borrowers registered for the year covered, with a circulation of 
nearly three hundred thousand volumes. 


The Trustees would be greatly pleased if the members of the City Council 
should interest themselves in the activities of the institution by personal investi- 
gation of its resources, and the use made of the contents. 


We should welcome any constructive criticism or suggestions that would tend 
to a greater service to the community. A casual visit would easily convince you 
that we are rapidly reaching the place where our present space for the shelving 
of books and serving the reading public will be inadequate. Steps are being 
taken to establish a colored branch in a section of the city which will serve the 
colored population to the best advantage. 


The establishment of the colored branch will in some measure relieve the 
congestion in the main library, but we still urge that the establishment of at 
least two white branches, one in Springfield and one in Riverside, should be pro- 
vided for as early as conditions in the city will permit. 


If Jacksonville is to make an appeal to visitors and home-seekers, we must 
offer educational institutions that are adequate.

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Eighteenth Annual Report 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1922 
To the Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library. 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit herewith the 18th annual report of the Public 
Library for the year 1922 showing the condition of the library and the accom- 
plishments during the year. 


The year 1922 has exceeded any previous year in the use of books by the 
citizens of Jacksonville and shows that the library is growing in the community 
consciousness as a vital agency of service. But many things are yet in need of 
accomplishment to bring the service to all the units of the organized life of a 
progressive city. Within the limitations that we are obliged to keep we take par- 
donable pride in recording a maximum of service performed and hope that this 
will enable the scope of our service to be extended. 


Contents of the Library 


The library now contains 63,119 volumes, which is a net gain of 4,187 vol- 
umes. The number of books added during the year was 5,285, of which 3,467 
were purchased, 708 were gifts, 120 were deposited by the United States Gov- 
ernment, 614 were transferred from the pay duplicate collection, and 376 were 
added by binding of periodicals. This amounts to 1,227 more books accessioned 
during 1922 than in 1921. The number of volumes lost or discarded during the 
year was 1,148, which is a much smaller number than for 1921 owing to the 
fact that there was no opportunity to take an inventory. The heaviest additions 
during the year in non-fiction were in general literature, useful arts, sociology 
and economics, reference, history and travel. The numerous serious questions 
that the library patrons wish to have answered are one detail of useful work 
that must be met by up-to-date volumes in every field of activity. 


Registration of Borrowers

With the latest census estimate of 100,046 as the population and using five 
as the average number of a family these registration figures show that nearly 
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the entire number of families in the city is represented by card holders. Based 
on the percentage of racial groups in the 1920 census the 56.7 per cent of white 
families represented by 18,538 cards equals an average of more than three cards ~ 
for every two families in the city. Considering the fact that no branch library 
facilities are yet provided this means a very active interest, for many borrowers 
are using the central library from distant points in the city. Many unrecorded 
users of the library are also provided with service, such as the busy man, whose 
card is usually at home when he desires the use of a book. 


Book Circulation 


In 1921 the highest point in the circulation of books in the history of the 
library was reached, but the figure was greatly surpassed in 1922, when a total 
of 283,184 volumes were borrowed by the patrons. This was an increase of 
23,768 over the total of 259,366 for 1921, and a percentage increase of 16 per 
cent. Of this entire number 264,390 were taken from the main building, a daily 
average of 887 compared with 791 for 1921. This number alone from the main 
building exceeds the total number from all agencies in 1921 by 15,024 and was 
22,309 more than from the main building in 1921. March had the largest circu- 
lation of any month with a total of 25,048 and the smallest was in September 
with 19,404. There were 65,597 volumes loaned from the children’s room, which 
was an increase of 4,078 volumes. The School Library collections had a circu- 
lation of 11,728, which was actually recorded. In previous years the circulation 
was based upon an estimated average of loans for each book sent to a school and 
the figures were greater, but the actual count given for 1922 show a larger actual 
use. The sub-branch at the Seaboard shops had a total number of loans amount- 
ing to 5,937 for the forty-five afternoon periods of two hours and a half that it 
was open. The total circulation records show an average per capita use of 2.83 
books for the whole population and 4.82 books per capita of the white population. 
The circulation from the picture collection increased to more than twice the num- 
ber for 1921 for there were loaned 5,980 compared with 2,190 for 1921. 


Catalogue Department 


Miss Pattie Frost in charge of the cataloging, reports the following: 

“We are happy to report an increase in the number of books catalogued 
during the year—5,550 as against 4,035 during 1921. Not that this increase is 
due to special activity on the part of the cataloging staff, be it known. We sim- 
ply catalogue all the books the library purchases, and if we happen to have a 
lean year in this respect, there are always many other details of cataloguing 
work waiting to claim our attention. In 1922 the Classification Department 
under the direction of Miss Long began the work of removing Cutter numbers 
from fiction and to date all authors whose names began with the letters A, B, C 
have had their author and title cards revised in the shelf list and catalogue. 
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The work of the Catalogue Department shows that 12,928 cards were added 
to the main catalogue, and 5,550 were added to the shelf list (with 252 pamphlets 
and 18 books not accessioned totaling 5,820 shelf listed) making a total entry 
of 18,748 cards added to the catalogue files. The general catalogue now con- 
tains 157,962 cards. The total number of pooks catalogued was 5,550, includ- 
ing 89 Government documents; besides 569 Government documents and 265 docu- 
ment serials and 252 pamphlets and 18 books not accessioned. These books in- 
clude 3,200 new volumes and 2,350 duplicate copies and replacements.”

The crowded condition of the shelf list files makes necessary the addition 
of more card cabinets and this presents more difficulty when space for the work- 
ers has long been inadequate. 


Children’s Department and School Libraries 


Miss Clara Josselyn, in charge of these activities, makes the following re- 
port of her work: 


“The circulation in the Children’s Room totaled 65,597, a gain of 4,078 over 
the previous year. The Children’s Room has been much used as a reading room 
and a large amount of reference work has been done with both children and 
teachers. 


The Story Hour has been conducted throughout the school year, the attend- 
ance totaling 2,677, an increase of 255 over that of 1921. The Children’s Li- 
brarian has attended many community gatherings and told stories to hundreds 
of children outside the Library. 


The Rotary Club has co-operated with the Library the past year and has 
helped to spread the message of “reading worth while literature.” As a part 
of its Boys’ Club work the Club appointed a committee to represent the Chil- 
dren’s Department of the Library. In outlining this work two contests were in- 
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augurated in the Public Schools. One was a book-rack contest conducted in 
the manual training classes in the eighth grades of the city. The many book- 
racks, shelves and cases were exhibited in the Children’s Room and judged by 
three competent judges. To the winners, the Rotary Club presented prizes of 
books which were selected by the Children’s Librarian. 


The other contest, a theme contest, was conducted in the seventh and eighth 
grades of the city. Over 1,500 children took part in this contest. The winners 
in this contest were also presented with prizes of books. These contests have 
done much in spreading an interest in the work we are aiming to do. 


During the summer vacation months, several cases of books from the School 
Library department were placed in the Sunday School rooms of the Marvin 
Church in Northeast Springfield. These books were circulated to the children 
every Friday afternoon by someone from the Children’s department of the Li- 
brary. Miss Helen Reed also assisted in conducting a Story Hour in connection 
with this branch. The circulation from these books was 699 with a registra- 
tion of 110 children and an average of 29 at the Story Hour. A case of books 
was loaned to the Ortega Mothers’ Club and a circulation of 380 was reported 
from this collection. 


Children’s Book Week was observed by the Library in November. An ex- 
hibit of books suitable for Christmas gifts was displayed in the Children’s Room. 
A collection of the best editions of Mother Goose was attractively exhibited with 
posters. The schools in the city observed the week and the newspapers gave it 
publicity, both in its paper and radio program. 


The circulation of the books in the School Library Department has been as 
large as the resources would allow. The circulation was 11,728 for the school 
year of 1921-1922. The use of the books was much greater than the figures repre- 
sent, but it is difficult to obtain an exact record of the use of the books in the 
classroom libraries. The books in this department are wearing out much more 
rapidly than the Library with its limited funds has been able to replace. The 
demand for books in the Children’s Room has made it impossible to build up the 
School Library collection. 


More interest than usual has been shown in the picture collection during the 
past year. The picture collection had a circulation of 5,980 for the year, showing 
an increase of 3,790 over the figures for 1921.” 


In addition to Miss Josselyn’s report it should be observed that there are 
approximately 12,000 volumes in the children’s room and there were at the end 
of the year 5,237 registered borrowers. There were 1,175 new borrowers reg- 
istered during 1922, of which 561 were boys and 614 were girls. This shows that 
more than 455 of the 11,500 children reported by the school authorities as being 
in the grammar grades are using the children’s room and this use would be greatly 
increased by branch library facilities. 
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Reference Service 


The work of the reference department continues to increase in activity and 
as in previous reports does not appear in the statistical tabulations by which we 
can record other library service. Numerous calls are made each day for an- 
swers to questions of simple solution up to those which require the time of more 
than one staff member working for many hours. To increase the usefulness of 
the reference room many volumes have been added during the year, among which 
should be mentioned the following: London Times Survey Atlas of the World, 
Travelers’ Blue Book, Custom House Guide 1922, Index Generalis, Yearbook of the 
Churches, Annual Golf Guide for 1921, Cyclopedia of Hardy Fruits, Southern 
Lumberman’s Directory, American Dictionary of Dates, Gas Chemists Hand- 
book, Baptist Biography in two volumes, Book of Saints, Literary Year Book, 
Anglo-South American Year Book, and the continuations of the Fourteenth Cen- 
sus as well as others. The bound magazines are in constant reference use, and 
government documents are more frequently called into service. Many calls for 
loans to other libraries are made upon us in addition to the service we render in 
securing material from other libraries for the use of patrons. 


Newspapers and Magazines 


During the year 248 magazines were received by purchase, of which 33 were 
duplicates or a net of 210 titles. Gift periodicals numbered 72, making a total 
of 315 received by the library.

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Newspapers received numbered 15, of which 8 were from Florida. The fol- 
lowing cities were represented by newspapers: Boston, New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Atlanta. Florida cities: Miami, Tampa, Palm Beach, St. Augus- 
tine, St. Petersburg and Jacksonville. Our own newspaper publishers continue 
their generous gifts to the library. 


The Library Building 


The most important building improvement was the installation of steel 
stacks in the second floor lobby directly connected with the third and fourth levels 
of the main bookstack. This enabled us to rearrange the collections so that the 
bound magazines could be shelved on one floor in logical order and the government 
documents have all been placed on the fourth level in classified shelf order. The 
improvement that this new stack has made is only temporary in its relief, for 
it gave us the last hope of further stack space in the building. 


Lackawanna Branch 


There was increased activity at the sub-branch at the Seaboard shops, which 
is in operation jointly with the Seaboard Air Line Railway. During the rail- 
road strike period it was necessary to close the branch during July and three 
weeks of August. Through the courtesy of the Lowery Memorial Baptist Church 
it was moved to the church building and kept open there for a time. It was open 
for 45 afternoons during the year and had a total circulation of 5,937 volumes, 
of which 2,776 were fiction, 2,553 were juvenile books and 618 were adult non-fic- 
tion. This was an average daily circulation of 132 books loaned in 1921, which 
indicates a growing use of books in that section. The greatest handicap to 
greater circulation at this agency is the lack of books of popular demand and 
steps should be taken to improve the service. 


Publicity 


The usual weekly lists of new books added have been continued in the Florida 
Times-Union and the Jacksonville Journal. News items about the library service 
have frequently appeared in both newspapers and we appreciate these courtesies. 
The librarian and other staff members have presented library facts at meetings 
of several organizations in the city. 


Gifts 


During the year a very large number of books were donated by interested 
patrons of the library and among them were some of more than ordinary in- 
terest. Of much importance was a collection of nearly two hundred volumes of 
miscellany, among which were interesting items of'travel and biography as well 
as fiction and non-fiction, which was presented by Mrs. J. E. Arnout. Another 
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» collection of about two hundred volumes containing early American and historical 
items was donated by Mr. T. F. Davis of this city. Many of these items were 
collected by Mr. W. B. Clarkson, who was a Trustee of the library until his death. 
We are very grateful for these expressions of generous interest in the library. 


Meetings and Extra Activities 


The Conference of the Florida Library Association was held in Tampa in 
April, which was attended by the librarian, who was re-elected treasurer and a 
member of its executive committee. The Florida Library Association at this 
meeting became a chapter of the American Library Association and your librarian 
was selected as its representative in the council of the A. L. A. The library 
was also represented by the librarian at the annual conference of the American 
Library Association, which was held in Detroit in June. At the round table on 
“Library Service to Negroes” your librarian presented a short paper on “Op- 
portunities for Negro Workers.” The biennial meeting of the Southeastern Li- 
brary Association held a conference at Signal Mountain, Tennessee, during No- 
vember, at which he conducted a round table on staff problems. In addition to 
these activities the librarian was vice-chairman of the library sub-committee 
of the Boys’ Work program of the Rotary Club, which conducted contests in the 
schools for which prizes of books were given to winning contestants by this Club. 
The Rotary Club also instructed the librarian to collect a library of material 
bearing on the activities of the local club which is organized for the members and 
is on file in the public library. The librarian is also a member of the Education 
and Forum Committees of the Chamber of Commerce. The demands from libra- 
ries in Florida for advice on library problems and for the use of material make 
it imperative for the library to lead the way for more library service in the state 
and the library commission as a state agency is an ever increasing need. 


Staff 


The staff for the most part remains unchanged and only those in minor 
capacities have left the service of the Library. Mrs. Florence Weydert became 
a member of the staff on March 1st after previous experience with the Los An- 
geles library and elsewhere. Miss May Woolery joined the force as the libra- 
rian’s secretary in November. Miss Elizabeth Long was absent on leave for two 
months, during which time she took some lectures at Oxford and visited some of 
the libraries in Great Britain and had the opportunity of witnessing the Passion 
Play at Oberamergau. During the dengue fever epidemic the staff was some- 
what disrupted by illness, which was only a temporary difficulty to encounter. It 
is fitting to pay tribute to the devoted service rendered by the staff during the 
year and to record their loyalty to the best interests of the library. At this point 
your librarian would also bespeak for the staff the most careful consideration of 
salary increases so that they may be as well rewarded as are similar services 
in libraries of the same rank elsewhere. 
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Recommendations 


Pursuant to the plan of the reports for 1920 and 1921 some of the recom- 
mendations are here reviewed and renewed. 


1. Branch system. Early in the year the recommended branch plan was 
definitely adopted by the Board of Trustees and a sum was placed in the budget 
for action by the City Council. Owing to tax limitations the Council could not 
provide the suggested amount, but they set aside the sum of $2,000 toward secur- 
ing a site for the colored branch as provided in our program. The Board has 
also presented its branch plan to the Carnegie Corporation of New York with 
the request that a grant be appropriated. These are steps toward the accom- 
plishment of the objects in our first recommendation. 


2. Book fund. Some increase was allowed for book purchases and progress 
is being made toward securing the recommended amount and we respectfully re- 
new it. ) 


8. Binding. The increasing use of books and the consequent wear and tear 
makes an increasing demand to keep the book collection in active service. 


4. Special Activities. There are many avenues of service which are yet 
untraveled and the recommendation that library service to hospitals be provided 
is strongly urged as one of the features that is needed and the successful experi- 
ence of many other cities shows that it is practicable and profitable. 


5. Staff. While gradual increases have been made in the size of the staff 
it is yet a group that is very much crowded with work and quite underpaid. This 
is a vital element in the service that a library can render. A great collection of 
books without a competent staff would fall far short of its true function as a 
library. A full time reference worker is recommended. 


6. Increased support. The fact that the tax limitation of one-half a mill 
on the dollar has been reached and is not equal to our needs makes it necessary 
for increased revenue provision and it is recommended that action be taken to- 
ward securing an amendment to the charter by the 1923 legislature for a maxi- 
mum limit of one mill. In addition to this the library could well be recommended 
to public spirited citizens as an agency worthy of their attention when any thought 
of financial endowment for useful purposes is at their disposal. Many libraries 
have been greatly served by gifts of money for buildings or for purchases of 
books in special fields of activity. 


In closing the librarian is conscious of the cordial support and confidence 
that the Board of Trustees has manifested in: their relationship to the library 
service and this report would not be complete without an acknowledgement of 
appreciation of their interest.

To the President and Members of the City Council, Jacksonville, Florida.

The report of the Librarian enters fully into the details of the operation of 
the Library during the time covered by this report, and we particularly call 
attention to the discussion of the needs of Library Extension. It is, perhaps, 
meedless for us to observe, that, in the life of a City, such as Jacksonville, it 
is very desirable that the development of the intellectual and cultural side of 
the side of the community should not be allowed to fall below the standard 
that is set for the material and physical programs. 


We, therefore, earnestly commend to you a careful consideration of the 
urgent needs for the extension of Library work, to provide for proper intellectual 


development of the community. 


We respectfully suggest to your Honorable Body, that the City is to be 
congratulated on the amount and character of work that is accomplished by the 
Library Staff, especially in view of the limited means placed at our disposal. 


Your Board will very cheerfully give to your Honorable Body, any further 
suggestions or information that you may, from time to time, require.

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Report For Nineteenth and Twentieth Years 


To the Board of Trustees of the Jacksonville Free Public Library. 


GENTLEMEN: 


The report summarizing the activities for the two-year period from January 
1, 1923 to December 31, 1924 is herewith submitted. The detailed report prepared 
for the year 1923 was so delayed that it was deemed inadvisable to print it. 


The circulation for the year 1923 was greater than that of any previous 
year and this high point was exceeded during the year 1924. If the library 
merely kept even pace with the growth of the city in which it is doing its work 
there would be an increase in circulation from year to year, a corresponding 
increase in the book collection and in all the factors of its service to the public. 
But the library has not yet reached that stage of development where it can be 
content with merely a “normal” increase yearly. It must be remembered 
that Jacksonville was a thriving, growing city at the time the library was es- 
tablished and that it was not possible to make the beginning with facilities 
equal to that of many older cities whose library service had been in active 
existence. Therefore, Jacksonville has had the problem of overcoming its handicap 
and keeping pace with its normal growth. This problem is not yet solved and 
it is necessary to keep our needs before the public mind so that the library 
service that Jacksonville should have and to which it is entitled, will be a 
reality rather than a hope. Jacksonville should be content with no less than 
the facilities possessed by other progressive cities and should strive to secure 
the minimum standard for adequate library service which would provide not 
less than $1.00 per capita of the population served and would maintain an ade- 
quate main library building, branch libraries within easy access of all the people, 
registered card holders to the number of 30,000 persons, a larger collection of 
reference books and a home use of about 500,000 volumes per year. Consider- 
ing that we have but 21 cents per capita for maintenance, according to city finan- 
cial records, we are proud to record a high proportionate service to the public, 
but without branches we cannot hope to reach our full usefulness because 
we are now striving to serve from most inadequate quarters. 


Contents of the Library 


Reference to the tabulated summary following the text of this report will 
show the additions to the book collection through purchase, gift and bound 
material and the losses from wear and other causes. For the two-year period 
there was a net gain of 6,656 volumes, 3,302 of which was for 1923, and 3,254 
in 1924. Our proportion of additions for the past three years has varied but 
little and the increasing rate of the withdrawals from active service due to 
wear is somewhat alarming. 1,726 volumes were withdrawn during 1923, and 
2,328 during 1924 which makes a total of 4,054 volumes which is’ exactly the 
number which was added by purchase during the year 1924.

The above figures tell the story of the varied groups of people who are 
regularly established patrons and it is significant to point out that the 18,811 
white card holders represent approximately 32 per cent of the white population 
who are actual registered users. With this number under existing conditions of 
traffic congestion and inaccessibility to distant residents there is reason to feel 
that a very much greater percentage of persons would make use of library serv- 
ice if branch library facilities were provided. 


Circulation 


The comparative circulation figures for the main library building are 
a complete story of the class and number of books which are borrowed for 
home use. There was a daily average of 70 books per hour taken on each day 
that books were loaned for the two-year period, not counting those which were 
borrowed at points other than the main library. For 1923 the total circulation 
from the main building was 263,741 volumes, and for 1924 it was 264,821. From 
all agencies of the library there was a total circulation of 287,625 volumes during 
the year 1928, an increase of 4,491 over 1922; and in 1924 there was a further 
increase of 3,005 volumes circulated which made a total of 290,680 volumes for 
1924. Although there was a slight decrease of circulation from the main building 
in 1923 from that of the previous year and a slight increase for 1924 over both 
previous years the increase for the whole system was due to the considerable 
increase in school library circulation, as shown by the tabulated summary. 


Catalogue Department 


The following table shows in briefest form some of the detailed activities 
of this department for the past two years:

Miss Pattie Frost in her report for this department shows that of the 
4,836 volumes catalogued in 1923, 3,109 were new including 175 accessioned 
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government documents and 1,727 duplicate copies and replacements and for 
1924 the total number of 4,873 volumes catalogued were divided among 3,288 
volumes and 145 accessioned government documents and 1440 duplicates and 
replacements. 


In 1922 the Classification Division under the direction of Miss Elizabeth 
Long began the work of removing Cutter numbers from fiction and during 1923 
all author names from A-D have had their card revised in the catalog and shelf- 
list and during 1924 this work was continued and all new fiction is catalogued 
without Cutter numbers. The general catalog now contains approximately 193,- 
017 cards. , 

Since the resignation of Miss Myra Gray in July, 1923, the work of catalog- 
ing and classifying Government Documents has been carried on by Miss Isabella 
Williams. 


Each week we have written and had published in the Florida Times-Union 
and the Jacksonville Journal a book-list containing an average of twenty classified 
non-fiction and ten fiction titles with short reviews of each. 


Children’s Department and School Libraries 


The outstanding features of the work in this department has been a steady 
use of the Children’s Room in the main building and an increased use of school 
libraries although both have been greatly handicapped by the shortage of neces- 
sary books. 


During the period under review a small branch was conducted in Northeast 
Springfield during 1923 but could not be opened in 1924 because of the shortage 
of desirable books that could serve better at the main building. One of the 
features to hold the interest of children who are absent from the city during 
the summer was a postal card remembrance of places visited by them and by 
this means a number of attractive pictures were sent in and mounted for exhibit 
in the Children’s Room. 


There was a slight decrease in the story hour attendance in 1923 from that 
of the previous year and an increase in 1924 over both previous years. In 
addition there were 1,990 children reached by story-telling at school and play- 
grounds and on two mornings during 1924 two capacity houses of the children’s 
matinee in the Imperial Theatre listened to stories by a library story-teller. 


The circulation of pictures during the past two years increased from 5,980 
in 1922 to 29,120 in 1923 and amounted to 18,996 during 1924 due to the active 
interest of Miss Lyda McDougald. 


Reference Service 


As in former years we have no recorded statistics to show the actual 
amount of service rendered in this activity but the crowded condition of the ref- 
erence room and the variety of topics brought to us are evident to those who 
are but slightly familiar with our daily work. Each day the High School students 
come in larger numbers to supplement the school assignments and more serious 
work is being done by other patrons. Numerous telephone calls are answered 
daily to furnish data which can be furnished at the moment as well as many 
which require considerable search. 
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Newspapers and Periodicals 


During the year 1923 we received by purchase 273 magazines of which 26 
were duplicates, or a gross number of 299 titles. In addition we received for 
that year 112 titles by gift which made a total of 386 titles and 411 copies. 
In 1924 we received by purchase 228 titles, 26 duplicates, 90 gift titles, making 
a total of 254 received through purchase and a gross total of 344 for the year. 
Some magazines were discontinued from our list and others on the list for the 
previous year failed of publication during the year 1923 and the causes reduced 
the number from the previous year. 


The Library Building 


During the year 1923 facilities for increasing the working space was pro- 
vided by the installation of plain shelving in the small room in the southwest 
corner of the basement for filing space for current and back files of magazines 
that must wait for the completion of each volume for binding. This adjustment 
has provided an orderly arrangement for the care of magazines and made avail- 
able more shelving for continuing the growing files of bound newspapers. Dur- 
ing 1924 the larger basement quarters were provided with plain shelving to care 
for the handling of school library collections and for the shelving of books 
that are collected for shipment to the bindery. Each new arrangement in the 
building taxes our ingenuity for taking care of normal increases without additional 
floor space to do our work in a building long ago overcrowded. 


Lackawanna Sub-Branch 


In 1923 the sub-branch at the Seaboard shops had a total of 6,709 volumes 
circulated on the 52 afternoons it was open. Of this total 3,457 were adult 
fiction, 2,632 were juvenile, and 620 were adult non-fiction. Compared with 
this in 1924 was a total of 6,824; 3,643 adult fiction, 2,875 juvenile, and 306 adult 
non-fiction. There was a gain of 772 in the total for 1923 over 1922 and 115 
gain in 1924 over 1928. This showing is most satisfactory under the conditions 
and is due to the excellent co-operation of the Seaboard Air Line Railway. They 
would willingly make larger space available were it not for demands upon them 
for the conduct of the shop service. 


Publicity 


During the past two years the Florida Times-Union and the Jacksonville 
Journal have continued the publication of the weekly lists of new books added 
to the library. In addition there have been several columns of library news fea- 
tured in these newspapers. In 1923 the Journal published a feature article on 
the history and service of the Children’s Department and during the past year 
the Times-Union gave us editorial support for the extension of our activities. 
We are deeply grateful to the local press for this cordial interest. In addition 
to this special lists of children’s books have been distributed, other book lists 
of special and timely events have been published, and through the motion pic- 
ture theatres the book relation to some of the feature pictures has been em- 
phasized through book lists and advertising posters. 
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Gifts 


During the past two years the library has received numerous miscellaneous 
gifts of books which have greatly added to the usefulness of our collection. 
The most notable group of books came to us recently through the courtesy and 
kindness of Dr. Howard A. Kelly, an eminent Baltimore surgeon, who presented 
several items by Randolph Caldecott, the noted illustrator of children’s books. 
Because of the fact that Caldecott is buried in St. Augustine some local interest 
is attached to the presence of this collection. Other gifts of outstanding value 
includes geneological material presented by the Jacksonville Chapter, D. A. R. 
and many which cannot be enumerated for lack of space. 


Meetings and Extra Activities 


At the annual meeting of the Florida Library Association in DeLand on 
April 12, 1923 the library was represented by the librarian who later represented 
the association before the legislature in behalf of the library commission bill. 
The 1924 meeting held in St. Petersburg was attended by Miss Frost, Mrs. 
Stewart, and Mr. Bohnenberger. The meeting of the American Library Asso- 
ciation at Hot Springs, Ark., in April 1928 was attended by the librarian and 
Misses Frost and Josselyn and the following year the meeting was attended 
by the librarian and Miss Long. President Rinehart of the Trustees and the 
librarian were called upon by the library board in Orlando to advise with them 
relative to the final details of the budget and the administration of the library 
there which was then nearing completion. The usual calls for advice and 
information to libraries throughout the state has increased very greatly and 
many libraries in the state look to us for much of the service to their patrons. 


Staft 


During 19238 the library lost two of its valued staff workers by resignation. 
Miss Myra Gray, who was in charge of accession and government documents 
for several years and one of the most efficient members in the service left us 
because of broken health. Miss Clara Josselyn, who had been in charge of the 
children’s work since September 1920, resigned to accept a position in the chil- 
dren’s department of the Los Angeles Library system. We regret the loss of 
two of our ablest workers. Miss Josslyn was succeeded by Mrs. R. M. Stewart, 
Jr.. who came to us with library school training and experience in children’s 
work in Flint, Michigan, and in Tampa. Miss Margaret Withers joined the 
staff in January, 1923 and is doing efficient service and Miss Isabella Williams 
became a regular assistant in May, 1923 after former experience with us as a 
temporary assistant. Other changes have taken place in the minor staff posi- 
tions. 


It is necessary to record with regret the death of Janitor James Flournoy, 
which occurred on December 19, 1924, after an illness of two months. James was 
a most favorably known figure in the history of our library service, having given 
almost twenty years of devoted and loyal attention to the care of the building. 
We are glad to make this slender tribute to his faithfulness. 
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The invasions of illness in a staff already too small to cope adequately with 
our work makes even more difficult the performance of good service to our 
patrons. The devoted and loyal service that has characterized the work of our 
personnel in the past has continued to the library’s advantage and is worthy 
of commendation of the Board. 


Recommendations 


The recommendations made to the Board of Trustees in each of the past 
three years are strongly renewed in the hope that some of them will pass into 
the records of achievement rather than of hopes. The branch plan is growing 
in the sentiment of the patrons and the fact that junior high schools have 
actually been promoted, built and opened since the branch library idea was first 
decided upon, shows that our progress is not as rapid as is necessary, and that 
the need of library branches in the near vicinity of these junior high schools 
is greater than ever. The appropriation of $2,000 for a colored branch in 1923 and 
1924 has been invested with the city to be added to a similar sum for 1925 
gives us a beginning upon which the branch can be established at an early 
date. 

In the last report it was strongly recommended that the problem of in- 
creased support for the library be carefully considered and it is again presented 
for most serious and thoughtful consideration. Unless some vital action is taken 
in this matter the library cannot make the necessary strides that are necessary 
to keep it in the forefront of library progress. Upon the solution of this problem 
is hinged the ambition of the library to promote its branch plans, provide in- 
creased main building facilities, and increase its book service to the public. 
A tabulation of the statistics of income and expenditure for 26 cities ranking 
with Jacksonville in population and varying from New Haven as the largest in 
group with a population of 162,519 to Gary, Indiana, with a population of 55,378 
shows that the average population for the 26 cities is 102,988 and the average 
expenditures for library purpose is $61,635. Jacksonville has a population of 
100,046 and spent for its library $32,955. In addition it is to be noted that New 
Rochelle, N. Y., with the small population of 36,213 spent for library purposes 
$32,396, and that Newton, Mass., with a population of 46,054 had an income 
in 1922 from city taxes, besides endowment funds, of $61,310 amounting to $1.33 
per capita. Since the residents of these suburban cities are mainly engaged 
in business within the metropolis near which they are situated and could avail 
themselves of its library facilities they have shown themselves willing to promote 
libraries for their home communities. The city of Orlando in our own state has 
just opened a library building much larger than our own and steps have already 
been taken to promote the branch plan there at an early date and their first 
full year has started with a budget surpassing that of Jacksonville. During 
the 1921 session of the legislature Tampa was granted a charter amendment 
which practically doubled its income for library service. The tax limitation of 
one-half mill does not permit us to make progress and it cannot be too strongly 
urged upon the Trustees to take concerted and insistent action to make larger 
provisions for the library service in Jacksonville.
